SCHOOL REPORT. 


/ 


In presenting the following brief statement of the condition 
of our Public Schools for the past year, it is gratifying to be 
able to report that, though they have not come up to such a 
degree of excellence as would be desirable and to which it is 
hoped they will attain in the near future, still the cause of 
public education has taken no backward march. 

Forty per cent. more money has been raised and expended 
for the support of our public schools than required by law, 
and while they have thereby been greatly lengthened and im- 
proved the money has seemed to be wasted only in those dis- 
tricts where there has been a lack of sufficient scholars to make 
a school generally interesting. While line upon line has been 
written without effect and might be repeated here in favor of 
lessening the number of our schools and increasing their size 
and means, would it not be well instead of raising large sums 
of money to be expended on schools varying in size from one 
to six scholars to follow the example of several neighboring 
towns, of raisiug a small sum of money towards providing one 
or more select schools open to all the scholars in town of a cer- 
tain age or qualifications? 

Some means should be provided for furnishing our teachers 
and scholars with all needed text-books at fair rates for it will 
be apparent to every one who investigates the subject that 
while competition -compels the trade to sell sugar, flour, meal, 
&c., at only a minimum profit they are enabled to sell schoo! 
books at a profit varing from twenty-five to seventy-five per 
cent. To illustrate: Harpers School Geography, can be sold 
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in this town as low or lower than one dollar aa] ten cents per 
copy, without loss to the seller, while itis sold by the trade 
at a price varying from one dollar and fifty to one dollar and. 
seventy-five cents, or at a greater profit than is made on a 
barrel of flour of eight times its cost. Of the estimated six 
hundred dollars worth of text-books, required in the schools 
of this town, it is fair to presume that one third their cost 
went directly into the hands of agents and speculators. If 
our town needs a Wolf Hill Grange to save the laboring farm- 
ers from being eaten up with too great profiton spices and 
calicos, is there not some organization needed to prevent his 
pockets from too rapid depletion in the purchase of primmers 
necessary for the education of his children. While it is hoped 
that the following individual and statistical reports may be 
found mainly accurate and satisfactory, our thanks are due 
the many parents and friends who by kind words and_ cheer- 
ful counteuances have made our school visits so pleasant and 
interesting. 


» Dastricr: No. 1. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Flora M. Brown, of Hillsbo- 
rough Bridge, a teacher of experience and well known in most 
ofour schools. She is not a noisy teacher, but with a quiet- 
ness and carefulness of demeavor, performs her daily duties, 
making the road to knowledge easy and pleasant for her schol- 
ars. It seemed to us that Miss Brown never did better work ; 
scholars well interested and progress satistactofy. Itis pleas- 
ant to chronicle the fact that since the close of the summer 
term this district has thoroughly repaired their house and are 
now ready to show one of the pleasantest school-rooms in town, 
supplied with seats and desks of the most approved pattern 
for convenience and durability. 

Winter term, taught by Miss Sarah A. Gove, commenced 
late in the season in consequence of the before mentioned re- 
pairs and saffered somewhat from inclement weather and sick- 
ness among the scholars. Miss Gove has had much experi- 
ence in this and the adjoining district, is well known by pa- 
rents and scholars and enjoys to a good extent the confidence 
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of the former and the love and respect of the latter. She is too 
conscientious to allow anything to yo half done that can be 
well done, and the register of this district and that of No. 7 
were as neatly and correctly filled as any that have been 


returned. }

District No. 2. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Emma H. Colburn, of Fran- 
cestown, a lady quite young and necessarily inexperienced in — 
teaching, but in a small primary school of this character there 
seemed no just ground for alarm as to the result. A little 
outside unpleasantness injured the school somewhat, but dur- 
ing our several visits we did not notice those points of failure 
to which our attention had been called. Miss Colburn exhib- 
ited a calmness and self-possession hardly to be expected, aud 
has the satisfaction of knowing that most of the’ parents apa 
scholars well appreciated her labors. 


Winter term taught by J. Willard Newman,of Hillsborough 
Bridge, an experienced teacher and well qualified for his. po- 
sition. The scholars, though few in number, were unusually 
prompt in attendance. Five ont of eight, the whole number, 
were not absert or tardy. The best of feeling existed be- 
tween teacher and scholars, and while everything indicated 
that a general good time had been enjoyed, an hour at. the 
closing examination satisfied us that good improvement had 
been made and that the money had been well expended.

District No. 8. , 


Summer term, under the instruction of Miss Carlotta A. 
Cleaves, of Hillsborough Bridge, the youngest of our teachers, 
but well booked up for one of her age and possessed of a good 
amount of common sense. The school was quite short, and at 
our closing visit did net come quite up to-our first anticipa- 
tions, though it was felt that much.of its failure to make a 
good appearance was due to Miss Cleaves’ inexperience in 
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showing off her work tu good advantage. Experience, with 
her natoral energy of character, will doubtless enable her to 
do -good work in the cause of education. 

Winter term was taaght by Miss Lilla M. Felch, of Suna- 
pee, and visited near the the beginning of the term, was 
thought to be in excellent condition, Miss Felch evidently 


: having the disposition and ability to teach a good school. It 


is regretted that it was not visited a second time in conse- 
quence of closing abruptly before the. money was quite ex- 
pended, the teacher being called away by the sickness of her 
mother. Parents and scholars unite however in giving the 
school a good report and the register shows the attendance to 
have been unusually good, the names of more than half the 
scholars appearing on the roll of honor in consequence of not 
having been absent or tardy. A large number of scholars 
are deserving of special mention for their perfect lessons in 
spelling and genera! good deportment. :

was able to teach a really good school who did not command
